And last but not least 
conies Green Bay, one of the largest 
shipping points in Wisconsin, as re­ 
gards lake traffic. All of these towns 
send a large portion of their products 
to the new country in the south and 
west, and as the Illinois Central has 
connections in that country this new 
move is of vast importance to that 
road.

A closed safety pin was removed 
from the windpipe of little Florence 
Lindquist, the five year old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Lindquist, 
of Rockford, yesterday. 
It is an unusual piece of surgical 
work, the necessity for its applica- 
, tion seldom arising 
I 
The child was lying on the floor at 
her home a few days ago with the 
safety pin in her hand and, child like, 
placed it in her inouth. 
It slipped 
from her hand and went down her 
throat. Search failed to recover it, 
although several persons 
tried to 
reach the pin with their fingers. 
It 
was supposed that the pin had slip­ 
ped into the stomach, and as it was 
closed no harm was expected to fol­ 
low as the point was protected. 
However, a few days later the lit­ 
tle one showed signs of irritation in 
the throat and air passages and it 
was decided to try the X-ray treat­ 
ment in the endeavor to locate the 
lodging place of the pin. The doctor 
made a photograph by means of the 
X-ray and the shadow' of the throat 
revealed it lying in the windpipe. 
Yesterday the child was taken to 
the hospital and the windpipe open­ 
ed, the pin removed and the wound 
closed. The pin had caught on one 
of the bony rings in the windpipe and 
lodged crosswise producing a cough 
and much discomfort. 
Recovery will follow speedily un­ 
less the irritation in the air passages 
results in pneumonia, a consequence 
noted in a certain proportion of cases 
where foreign bodies lodge in the air 
passages or lungs. 
The removal of the pfn was done 
by an operation which properly may 
he classed as a delicate one and the 
successful outcome of the effort is 
a compliment to the surgeons under­ 
taking it.
